He could 
look deatlj however calmly in the face, for he 
had manfully discharged the responsibility of 
life. H ia aot the place here to speak of those 
tender relations In life in which he showed him- 
self to be the dutiful son and affectionate 
brother. l:Js life so courageous in battling 
Sgalnst weakness, so conscientious in making 
tae besj. use of its opportunities, s* manly la 
enduring without complaint, so kind in all rela- 
tions to bis friends, is a wholesome memory to 
all who knew him.
